EHUD TOLEDANO looks at the state of Egyptian-Israeli relations five years after President Sadat's visit to Jerusalem. 


FIVE YEARS ago, President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt became the first 
Arab head of state to set foot on 
Tsraeti soil, In the long and arduous 
Process that followed, a peace 
treaty between Egypt and Israel was 
negotiated; it was finally signed in 
September 1978. 

Through carefully devised legal, 
political, and military mechanisms, 
both the map and reality of the Mid- 
dle East were supposed to change, 
Some of the best legal minds in 
Israel, Egypt, and the U.S. spent 
countless hours to formulate a fairly 
simple deal: Egypt would regain 
sovereignty over all the territory it 
lost in the 1967 war; Israel would 
get full recognition, and “noimal" 
relations, diplomatic, cultural and 
commercial; the U.S., recognized 
as a full partner, would be able to 
extend its influence in a region of 
vital strategic importance, 

The implementation of the Camp 
David Accords was not easy. The 
Arab League removed its head- 
quarters from Cairo, and all the ma- 
jor Arab governments broke off 
diplomatic relations with Egypt. 


Palestinians now under Israeli rule, 
This was granted because Sadat 
refused to appear to be Signing a 
Separate peace and because of his 
agreement to forgo any mention οἵ 
the PLO in the accords, By doing 
so, he clearly went against the Arab 
consensus of Rabat, namely, that 
the PLO was the sole legitimate 
representative of and negotiator for 
the Palestinians. 

The surest way for Egypt to 
regain acceptability in the Arab 
world is through the PLO, which, in 
Arab eyes, it ignored and demeaned 
by signing the Camp David Ac- 
cords. All its efforts to do it 
otherwise have, thus far, thet with 
failure. The war in Lebanon 
presented Egypt with a golden ‘Op- 
portunity to overcome the dif- 
ficulty. The PLO never closed down 
its office in Cairo, and Arafat has 
kept in touch with Mubarak and his 
representatives all the way along, 

Moreover, the Americans have . 
not impeded Egypt's attempts to ex- . 5 :

Process. The head of Israel's 
Strategic planning unit, Aluf 
Avraham Tamir, was a major force 
im ensuring the acceptance of the 
Camp David Accords. And even 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon, on 
a trip to Egypt last year, said that 
from a security point of view the 
treaty with Egypt was invaluable. 

Israel is vulnerable geographical 
ly, demographically, economically 
and socially, and therefore the 
lemptation to altack it is great. ἢ 
must have a viable deterrent, 

Shortly after the Yom Kippur 
War, while Israeli cannons were 
only 40 kilometres from Damascus 
and haif of Assad's army was in αἷς. 
array, a Syrian intelligence officer 
sent a cable to his superiors recom 
mending thal Syria launch another 
attack on Israel. Syria had litte 
more to loose, he argued, while 
Israel had everything to lose, He ad- 
ded that every time Israel is faced 
with conflict, it must loose, for the 
price it pays is always too high. 
Each war, no matter how limited, 
and often just the threat of war, 
demoralizes the people of Israel, 
making them aware that war Is 
always with them, that there is no 
light at the end of the tunnel. Each 
conffict means more emigration and 
less immigration. It means a general 
call-up, which has profound 
economic consequences. 

His analysis was frightening in the 


simplicity and clarity of its logic. 


ISRAEL is vulnerable. Some 90 per 
cent of its population and over 85 
per cent of its industrial infrastruc- 
ture are located on a narrow coastal 
strip running from Ashkelon in the 
south to Haifa in the north. This 
located some four minutes’ fying 
time from Jordan, and less than five 
minutes from Damascus, 


But the enemy's perception of 


one’s weakness or strength is nol 
based on vulnerability and ratios 
alone. An important part of any 88- 
seasment would be the state of 
Israel-U.S. relations, on the one 
hand, and Arab-American relations 
on the other. It would be important 
for them to know how far the 
Americans would allow them lo go 
before they stepped in, or how long 
the Americans would allow Israel to 
retaliate before they demanded 8 
cessation of hostilities. 


Another element would be the 


enemy's perception of Israel's inter- 
nal unity, given the importance of 
this on the morale of most of Israel's 
fighting forces, 


President Reagan's current 


policies and Prime Minister Begin's 
talent for infuriating the president, 
is no doubt a source of encourage- 
ment to the Arabs. 


However, they must be asking 


themselves searching questions 
about America’s failure to restrain 
Israel in Lebanon, and Reagan's un- 
willingness. to do anything 
meaningful to. stop Israeli settle- 
ment on the West Bank. ᾿ 


The effects of internal dissension 


in Israel must also puzzle the Ambs. 
Never before has there been 80 
much internal protest over a War 
yet never before has he

Blessed with a lohg life, a 
sparklingly observant eye, and a 
generous fate which placed her at 
the right place at the right time, 
Miriam Singer — now a lively and 
arliculate 85 — has had close en- 


counters with a remarkable range of 
people who have long since become 
historical figures. 

The right place, for over 60 yenrs, 
was Kibbutz Deganya Aleph, which 
began to attract the great und the 
curious afler World War I. Miriam 
Singer came to Deganya from 
Czechoslovakia in 1920 at the age of 
21, She was something of a 
Wunderkind, Her first book, a col- 
lection of children's stories, in 
ἕ German, had ulrendy been 
Ὶ published, That had happened when 
Max Brod, the writer knawn for his 
biographies of Heine and Kafku, in- 
Woduced her lo Prague's literary 
gircles,

far from any literary tea. Brod had 
‘happened to walk by an old Prngue 
courtyard and overheard young 
Miriam telling stories to n group of

It was a 
clear March day, but Gordon, 
Miriam revalls, was shivering with 
cold and longing for the climate of 
the Jordan Valley — a point to 
recall when newer urrivals from 
Russia complain about our insuf- 
ferable heat. On one of the days of 
that March congress 62 years ago, a 
telegram came from Jerusalem 
reporting the news of the fall of Tel 
Hai, « bitter blow to all the Zionists 
al Prague. 

Before leaving Prague, Miriam 
received a gift from Kafka, one of 
his early stories, inscribed to her. 
“But Irma," (her name before she 
mude the neat near-anagram to the 
Hebrew Miriam) “you're much too 
healthy ever to be able to under- 
stand il," said Kafka. 

A few months later she made the 
trip to Palestine, travelling with the 
family of Professor Hugo 
Bergmann. Her mother, who op- 
posed this whole mad enterprise 
und her daughter's impractical and 
committed discovery of her Jewish 
routs, unusual in Prague of that era, 
fell reassured by the chaperonage of 
the Bergmann family, and confident 
that the distinguished scholar would 
prevent Miriam from getting in- 
volved with an Ostjude. ᾿ 

But within (wo years Miriam did 
just that, and = married Yunkov 
Berkovitch of Deganya. When her 
worried mother asked what he did, 
Miriam wrote back that he worked 
with manure; eventually he 
pradunted to baker. Yaukov died 
several years ago.

{T WAS pure coincidence that 
brought her to the obscure settle- 
ment on the Jordan from which 


A.D. Gordon had come on his visit 
to Prugue, When she arrived here, 
Miriam stayed in Jerusalem with the 
family of Hugo Bergmann. Miriam 
Baratz, one of -the founders of 
Deganya, came to visit, and men 
tioned that a kindergarten teacher 
was needed at the Avuisa.

“Never mind,” said -Mirlam op- 
timistically.

We spoke in Hebrew during this 
interview. Her command of the 
spoken language was impressive. 
Bul apparently she doesn't read it 
or wrile il so well: all her published 
works are set down originally in 
German, and then translated. The 
problem has now come full cycle, 
and she said to me, “It’s hard for me 
to write nowadays, because | find 
myself translating from Hebrew to 
German!" 

In Deganya’s central black stone 
building, the seitlement's first, 
which now houses financial offices, 
Miriam shared an upstairs room 
with Rahel and two other women; 
across the corridor were Gordon 
and some young men, including her 
future husband. Rahel was writing 
poems in Hebrew, Miriam in 
German, bul conversation between 
them was difficult. “Also, by then 
she was weak and ill, Soon after, it 


. became impossible for her to stay 


with us, because she insisled on 
working with the children and even 
took them into her bed, al a time 
when. she was seriously sick with 
tuberculosis," One evening, though, 
the two walked lo Kinneret where 
Berl Katznelson was giving a lec- 
ture, Miriam said hello but did not- 
stay lo listen; she would not have 
understood a word, neither the 
Hebrew nor the content of the 
ideological arguments. 

It was the opening of the Hebrew 
University in March, 1925, when 


journalists and leaders from all over - 


the world converged, which made 
Deganya an instant tourist attrac- 
tion, and it has remained so ever 
since. Never have so few been so 
scrutinized by so many. 

VIPs arrived, escorted by such 
local luminaries as Ussishkin, 
Sokolow, and Colonel Kisch, The 
clichés then were new, and true; 8 
little band of young idealists, acom- 
mune, no private property, a new 
kind of Jew, return to the land, 
redemption through physical 
labour. Some of the questions put 
by visitors have remained largely 
idiotic through the years. “From the 
very first, they would ask-us, Are 
you happy?" says Miriam, who has 
participated in an endless series of 
such encounters. a2. $8 

The day I visited Miriam in her 
small, typical kibbutz flat, I noticed 
two groups of foreign tourists troop- 
ing through the grounds, and 
Deganya’s grounds are certainly 
prettler than most. Miriam lives in a 
section reserved for the older 
generation, set in a marvellous 
flower-garden cared for by a woman 
just afew years younger than she is, 
For oldsters {πὸ Miriam who have

a has been endlessly 
ia evaluated and 
celebrated by both visitors ‘and 
itself; Miriam became ita 
spokeswoman on some memorable 
early occasions simply. because phe 
‘was the ‘first’ “Westerner,” and 


spoke a language other than 


Hebrew, Russian or Yiddish. She 
had no common Innguage with Lord 
Balfour, but she has described in 
vivid detail (in a booklet published 
by Deganya for its 70th birthday 
celebration) that first VIP lunch, 
On that occasion the settlers 
decided, for the first and last time, 
that distinguished guests could not 
be asked to drink tea out of ofd tin 
cups, so they imported a chef from 
an clegant Tiberias hotel — elegant 
by 1925 Jordan Valley standards — 
to do the honeurs, But it all seemed 
ridiculous, and thereafter tourists, 
no matter how eminent, shared the 
early kibbutz fare, which was lentils 
on Sunday, beans on Monday, rice 
on Tuesday, ind so on, week in and 
week out. Today the big dining 


‘room has three different menus’ — 


weight-watcher, vegetarian, and 
regular; but that is another story. 

Her encounter with Alberl Fin- 
stein, who was also here for.the 
Hebrew University opening, in- 
volved » misunderstanding of the 
word “relationship,” or possibly 
even "relativity."* Miriam, doing the 
honours in German, was distressed 
when even this great mun seemed to 
stoop to ask the already banal ques- 
tion: “And what is the relationship 
here between men and women?” 

“Every man has just one 
woman," ‘said Miriam defensivcly. 

What he meant, the professor 
quickly explained, was the 
mathematical relationship — how 
many men were there at Deganya, 
and how many women. (Meanwhile, 
Miriam recalls, Mrs. Einstein 
thought thut the black spots on the 
noodles were raisins — until, being 
flies, they New off.) 


Because feminists may rise in 
anger at the formulation of her rep- 
ly, 1 should add here that at some 
point during our talk, Miriam 
wondered why [ hadn't asked about 
her views on women's liberation. | 
confessed that it just hadn't occur- 
red to me. "Well, I'm against it,” 
she sald. “A woman must be 
human being; in that respect, just 
like a man.” But she went on lo ex- 
plain her vehement opposition to 
the education for sexual equality, in 
auch forms as the abolition of dolls 
for girls, as it was expressed afler 
the Russian Revolution (whose dis- 
lant echoes at the kibbutz she 
remembers well). 

Although her early “Western” 
presence was her lickel to those 
meetings with distinguished visitors, 
many of which she later described 
in vignettes published in the focal 
press, she also paid a certain price 
for the privilege. As she is quick to 
explain, she suffered a kind of 
loneliness at Deganya because she 
was outside. the shared heritage of 
the rest of the early settlers. For 
Miriam there had been no siret/, no 
particularly Jewish home life, no 
traditional Eastern European out- 
look, which may be rebelled against 
but nevertheless provides a frame of 
reference for those who grew up 
with it. i 

Deganya in the early days never 
pretended to be a bookish place; 
observers In the area nole that near- 


by Kibbutz Afikim was far more. 


“intellectual” right from ils start, in 
1936. A.D. Gordon, writing at night 
after his day’s-work, was an “‘out- 
sider.” So was Rahel, with her 
poetry and Illness, Miriam, much 


- younger and healthier than both, 


and at quite-a different level, was 
also an outsider, “I"m sure that even 
today few people at Deganya know 
about all the things I have written," 
she says, even though one of her 
children's books, Dar and Jen and 
the Storks, has been widely read by 


‘several generations here. Ὃς 
. Thaye-a suspicion that not only, 


her writing und her contacts with 
the outside world have helped keep 
her so lively und cheerful, but also 
her ill-concealed enjoyment of the 
“hourgeois" goud things of life. She 
Was Never a vegetarian, ualike many 
ai Deganya, and she adores good 
eakes. She never believed in 
uusterity for its own sake, although 
she chose to live in Deganya 
through a primitive period. Long 
ago, one of those typical ideological 
disputes raged around the question 
of Miriam's personal electric ten- 
kettle: she was the first to have one 
in her own room, Later, she was 
umong the strongest proponents of 
colour television in members’ 
rooms, particularly the elderly. 
(Now there ure telephone exten- 
sions in every room, and a swim- 
ming pool, and trips abroad, and all 
the rest of it.) 

Miriam continues to work three 
hours exch morning in the kibbutz 
sewing room, cutting and finishing 
dresses, She makes ull her own 
clothes, and her services are in de- 
mund among many younger 
members. As a girl her lwo ambi- 
tions were to be a’ kindergarten 
tercher and ἃ seamstress. She has 
realized both. 

She also continues to explain the 
meuning of the “mother of kibbut- 
zim" to young people, and is a 
mainstay of the lecture circuit of 
Beit Berl’s programmes for youth 
from ubroad. She admits thal by 


now both the questions and iter 
answers are predictable. Yet she 
continues to be amazed by the “lack 
of idealism'’ of American 
youngsters. ‘They ask why I came 
here — was it because | was thrown 
out of the place where | was born? 
Or because [ was promised 
something better here?” 

As for the much-analysed 
changed values of the kibbutz's own 
children, she is cheerfully tolerant, 
Noting thal her own grand- 
daughter's choice for her bal mitzva 
present was “pierced ears, for car- 
rings,” she adds understandingly 
that “reaction is a law of nature.” 
But she also says, cheerfully: “Our 
children here were born rather like 
a worm inside -a beautiful apple.” 
And she quotes Ibsen: “Every truth | 
is true for only 30 years.” 

Be that us it may, 60 years ago 
“life here was much simpler. We 
had only two political parties."* But 
Miriam and her husband were mar- 
ried no less than three times in 1922, 
“Once at Deganya, with Gordon 
blessing us. But thal was not official 
enough, so we joined a group wed- 
ding a little later at Kibbutz Ayelet 
HaShaher. The Rabbinate in 
Tiberias wouldn't accept that- 
either. The third time, at a 
ceremony at Yavniel, it was all 
right.” aaa 

But pragmatism, too, wes youtful- 
ly alive and well at Deganya, twice 
30 years ago, in the form of young 
Moshe Dayan, who was one of 
Miriam's charges. “He always knew 


‘how to talk his way out of any situa-" 


tion. When he was about six he was: 
Q vegetarian, as many of our 
children were, under the influence 
οἵ one of our teachers. But one day 
some sausage turned up, and Moshe 
happily ate a piece. ‘But Moshe, 
you are a Vegetarian,’ somebody 
said. ‘Oh,’ said Moshe, ‘but these

ae hero, Kol-Adam, that he must “set 
out on ἃ long journey." Everyman, 
who is busy pursuing various 
: pleasures, tells Death that he has 
' ne come knocking on the wrong door. 
‘ But Death is insistent: “You must 
leave your home and all your com- 
panions. You're the one who is mis- 
taken; you fail to grasp the facts. 
Death will reign, Death is master. 
He who laughs last laughs best.” 

Everyman is finally persuaded 
that he is destined to die, but 
decides that he does not want to die 
alone. He requests a period of grace 
in which to search for a companion, 
But one after another, figures 
representing Friendship, Property, 
Desire and Lust turn their backs on 
him. 

Profoundly discouraged, 
Everyman nearly commits suicide, 
But at the last moment, he is saved 
by Hope and slays Despair in a 
fierce battle. This victory places 
him beyond Death in the eyes of 
God, and the play ends on a positive 
note, 

it is easy to see how this type of 
slory relates to the daily life of a 
prisoner serving out a jail term. 
When I staged’ Everyman a few 
years ago at the Jerusalem Khan, 
audiences responded very warmly. 
But Ε myself was unaware of the full 

* power of the message in Everyman 
until [| put on the play again, in a 
radically different form, with 

risoners serving time in the Ramile 

_ Jail. The stereotypical figures took 
on the flesh and muscle bestowed 
by the prisoner-uctors who played 
them, and these allegorical con- 
cepts became concrete characters. 

The following journal describes 
kow 1 got to know, and later 
become friends with, this talented 
group of prisoners.

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| HAVE what 1 hope is a healthy 
suspicion of chain restaurants, es- 
tablishments with every nook and 
cranny serving what is all too often 
mediocre siandardized fare. 

My symputhies are with the little 
man, preferably the individual who 
knows a certain type of cuisine well 
and decides to present it io the 
public. The problem here is that if 


the food is good, there is generaily ἡ 


an increasing demand for it. The 
restaurant gets bigger and often sets 
up one or two branches. Al that 
point, there is a tendency to slide 
into the second-rate, serving dishes 
that are but a shadow of their 
original selves. 

Thus it was with a great deal of 
misgiving that | visited the 
Jerusalem branch of Hungarian 
Blintzes at 36 Rehoy Ben Yehuda. ἢ 
had eaten al the establishment in 
the Little Tel Aviv urea, at the 
northern end of Dizengoff, and 
found It quite good; but I had grave 
doubts if it could extend itseif. 

The Jerusalem restaurant is 
tastefully furnished in shades of 
brown and beige, The chairs ore 
well-padded, allhough we found 
that (hey did not quite fit our backs,

TO MY disappointment, the 
Hungarian caviar soup, so alluringly

listed on the menu outside, was not 
available, Since the restaurant is 
kosher, the caviar could not be true 
sturgeon roe, but I stili have to learn 
whether the soup contains cod or 
herring roe, or perhaps just some 
sort of eggplant. 

We did, however, share a bowl of 
the special vegetable soup, which 
admirably blended fresh and tinned 
vegelables, together with a 
generous helping of paprika. It was 
rich and satisfying, and 1 could well 
imagine making a light meal of that 
alone. 

In fact, we enjoyed watching two 
young American girls having what 
Appeared to be a special meal out 
on a very limited budget. They first 
shared a main course, then a dessert 


and, apparently weil satisfied, 


carefully counted out their money 
to split the bill as well. 


WE, OF COURSE, were duly 
bound to try as many dishes as pos- 
sible. So 1 ordered blintzes filled 
with mushroom goulash and a 


special piquant sauce on top. The 
goulash proved thal tinned 
mushrooms need not be inferior if 
properly presented and seasoned, 
and I enjoyed the dish very much. 

I should also mention that, with 
the proliferation of blintz and crépe 
restaurants around the country, I 
have often been presented with 
dishes straight from the oven in 
which pancake, filling and sauce 
were all one indistinguishable mass. 
That sort of thing can fill you up 
fairly cheaply, but it's hardly a treat 
for the palate. — 

At Hungarian Blinizes, on the 
other hand, the blintz was firm and 
fresh tasting. Clearly someone who 
knew what he was doing was back 
there in the kitchen, 

Even more astonishing were my 
companion’s potato-and-sour- 
cream blintzes. These, wonder of 
wonders, were served without a 
sauce at all, so that one could see 
the two plump blintzes in their 
pristine glory, dusted with a pinch 
of paprika, In fact, there was agreat 


deal of paprika in everything except 
the dessert. Why not? That's what 
Hungarian cooking is all about. 

We also tried a glass of the 
restaurant's home-made lemonade, 
which we found rather too sweet for 
our laste. 

For dessert, [ allowed myself to 
try a cold blintz with chocolate 
cream and nuts. The cream, 
evidently home-made, was rich and 
smooth and absolutely delicious, 
Just to make sure the dish was rich 
enough, there was a generous glob 
of whipped cream on top. Ah, bliss! 

My companion was a bit more 
restrained in her choice of hot 
almond-cream blintzes. They were 
quite good, but after wallowing in 
my own chocolate cream, I could 
hardly appreciate them. The coffee, 
served with hot milk, was excellent. 

The bill came to 18583. 


AFTER an experience like thal, it is 
difficult for me to tell people to run 
oul and make their own blintzes, 
which takes much Lime and trouble. 
Still, I feel that I should describe the 
blintzes that | enjoy most at home, 


- the simple cheese variety. 


Take about a cup of flour and stir 
in an egg and about three-quarters 
of a cup of water. The batter should 
be the consistency of sweel cream, 
and if necessary, add more water or 


flour. Expert cooks even add alittle 
more waler ds they go along, since 
the flour sinks to the bottom of the 
bowl. 

Heat one or more frying pans and 
grease them with just a little butter, 
If you always wondered why your 
mother saved the paper from the 
butter, it was for this very Purpose. 
If you have thrown away all the but. 
ter wrappers, then you can use a 
eee of aan bread. 

‘our into the pan just enough bat. 
ter to cover. rey it cook Ἢ 
enough to set and empty out on a 
dish towel. Do not fry blintzes on 
both sides. Grease the pan again 
after every two or three blintzes 

For the filling, use a solid white 
cheese, without too much sall, mix. 
ed with cottage cheese. Add suger 
sparingly, so that the cheese uste 
predominates, and an egg or two to 
keep the mixture from running 
when it is cooked, 

Gently roll a spoonful or two of 
the filJing in each pancake, folding 
in the sides to make a neat package, 
Just before serving, fry in hot butter 
on both sides, just long enough to 
brown, 

If you must, sprinkle the blin 
with sugar. and cinnamon. For my 
part, I like it served with classic 
simplicity, accompanied only by 
sour cream. ῃ

Menahem Avidom is one of the 
group of composers who developed 
the so-called Mediterranean style in 
the Thirties; they tried to combine 
Sefardi, Yemenite and other melos 
of the Eastern Mediterranean with 
Western forms, applying modality 
to get away from the European 
major-minor harmonies, 

Avidom unabashedly preferred a 
pleasant melody to esoteric specula- 
tions: Though he did not avoid con- 
frontations with serialism and other 
techniques, after some experimen: 
tal writing that was impressive 
neither to the outside world or, ap- 
parently, Lo himself, he returned to 
his own style and seemed content to 
write music easily acceptable even 
at first hearing, His opera dlex- 
andra, the Hasmonean was staged by 
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the Israel National Opera, and ail 
his music has been performed ut 
one venue or unother. He has 
received many prizes, starting in 
1931 with first prize at the Music 
Festival at Alexandria, Egypt, for 
his Entretien Fantastique. 

Toduy Avidom’s music — along 
with that of his contemporaries ~ is 
not performed frequently in Israel, 
This seems to be the fate of 
pioneers, who are pushed into the 
background after a certain time, 


since people always look for the 
new und “progressive.” But quite 
often, the music of the past is 
revived: for re-evaluation within a 
new context; for nostalgic reasons; 
or simply because ithe music is good 
and can stand up to the wear and 
tear of time. Only time will tell 
whether Menahem Avidom’s music 
has this quality. 


Avidom will celebrate his 75th 


birthday on January 6, which may 
provide the impetus for the revival 
of some scores and give a wider 
audience the chance to appraise his 
life work.

FINAL REHEARSALS: Against a 
backdrop of high concrete walls, 


. concertinas of barbed wire and bar- 


red grilles, the prisoners appear in 
fancy-dress. A golden cloak, a 
Tyrolean hat with a jolly feather, a 
Rococo-style velvet jacket, a red 
fez, a clown's fringes — a festival of 
colours and textures. I feel pleased. 
Feel I've done something. 
“Property” whispers to me, refer- 
ring to the large number of jailers 
standing around during the rehear- 
sal in the courtyard: “There's a !ot 
of gurbage here today.” : 
In the twilight, we walk at the 


foot of the high outer wall on our: 


way from the courtyard to the 
building. Suddenly I’m blinded by a 
beam from a powerful searchlight 
atop the watchtower, The body in- 
stinctively curls up, looking for 
cover, A flashing image: A sub- 
machine gun rupidly firing at me 
from the direction of the 
searchlight, 

A jailer all bent over, almost 
hunchbucked, wearing a skullcap, 
passes by us in the shadow of the 
walls. The “Nurcator™ says (hard to 
tell whether he's glad or sorry): 
“He's got back troubles, no?” I've 
reached the conclusion that the 
eyes of most of the jailers are dull, 
dimmed and lifeless, compared to 
the prisoners’ eyes, 

S. tells me that there was a suicide 
attempt today. An Arab who killed 
his sister. Got a life sentence. The 
family honour. His father died 
yesterday. The prisoner requested a 
short homé leave under armed 
guard. Threatened to commit 
suicide if he was refused; his request 
was turned down. He said: “{ give 
my word of honour not to escape. 
That's why I'm here in the first 
place — honour. Why won'l = 
trust me?’ They refused to let him 
go home. The jailer who caught him 
in the act of trying to kill himself got 
8. citation.

Right now he's sitting 
alongside me, speuking into Dalia's 
microphone in a low voice, He uilks 
of the empty void that existed 
before the play and that will come 
back once it's over. I put my hand 
on his shoulder and tell him he's 
Spoken like a poet. He smiles and 
says: “It's not me," 

The musician speaks into the 
microphone about his experiences. 
How he started to play our 
Everyman music in his cell and how 
the atmosphere has changed. 
Speaks beautifully about music. 
Says he managed to transform the 
prison into his “own private sum- 
mer camp” through music. This is 
the first time he has opened his 
mouth in my presence since the 
Tehearsals began. An intellectual. 


- The recording session is over. | 
telephone my daughter from the jail 
and her voice on the line is even 
sweeter to my ears Uhan usual. | 
return to Jerusalem. 

Final morning rehearsul. Jojo and 

ι sit alone on a bench just outside 
the inner gate. He tells me why he 
wanted “to go into isolation” ufter 
he learned that he had another eight 
years inside. His hopes for a pardon 
had been an illusion. Tells me how 
he embarked on his life of crime at 
the age of seven. Asks me why they 
Jet him finish elementary school 
without teaching him to read or 
write. ᾿ 

How he spent most of his youth in 
Tel Mond. How six toughs tried to 
rape him when he was “still a weakl- 
ing, [4 years old.” It isn't clear’ to 
me whether they succeeded or not. 

I don’t ask. Jojo rolls up his sleeves 
and shows me forearms scarred 
from the elbow to the wrist: “I cut 
myself a lot, all the time,” Pulls up 
his shirt and exposes his belly, all 
covered with the same kind of scars. 

One of the men who tried (or suc- 
ceeded) to rape him is with him now 
in his-cellblock, under his authority, 
because, he, Jojo, is now the un- 
questioned leader. But he has 
decided nol to take revenge. If he 
had wanted revenge, il would have 
been simple: “Just spike him and 
carve him up." 1 believe him. 

1am awed by his ability to express 

himself. He says: “Okay, it’s true, I 
killed someone, 1 mean, I 
murdered. But I want to finish 
with all that, 1 want something dif- 
ferent. What the hell for do they 
have 40 criminologists here? To 
receive salarios? To get Doctorates? 
Why don't om do something? If 
they keep me in here for another 
eight years, do you know what'll 
happen when 1 get out?

A TOUR OF. THE JAIL: The 
prison director appoints the chief 
security officer to act as my guide. 
He's Virgil, I'm Dante, We descend 
to the cellblocks. Infernal 
overcrowding, but itd stink as 
much: as I'd expected. In the pay- 
chiatric observation ward, a trembl- 
ing prisoner pulls me aside and tells 
© about an incident of violent 


abuse. It's nut good for his health to 
see such things, he says. He can’t 
sleep at night since he witnessed the 
scene, hecause he’s “wracked by 
feur."* 

‘They tell τῆς that prison foed depends 
on surpluses in the vegetable 
markets. IF there are a lot of 
tumuloes, they gel tomato soup lor 
the first course, lomualoes for the 
main course, tomato pudding for 
dessert and tomato juice lo drink. 
The probiem arises when there's un 
eggplant surplus. Nu one likes 
eggplant. 

A man who refuses to grant his 
wife a divorce sits in one of the 
lower ceilblucks. A shock of white 
hair, a great white beard, burning 
eyes. Been in for 23 years. Still 
refuses lo give his wife a divorce. 
Afterwards the prison director lets 
me in on a secret: “The rabbi 
responsible for the police and the 
prison service requested that the 
‘refuser’ be put into a cell with αὶ 
bunch of tough guys, who would 
sodomize him und cut him up with 
knives. The rabbi suid it would be 4 
mitzvu; as il is wrilten, “Beat him 
until he says Yes." 

The prison director (himself a 
kiobutznik and a lawyer) argued 
against such u step: “If they would 
obtain a judgment signed by 70 or 
80 rabbis, the get would be binding 
in spite of the husbund's refusal and 
then he wouldn't have to be in 
prison.” 

The rabbi unswered: “You know 
how hurd it would be to obtain a 
judgment signed by 80 rabbis? Put 
him in with the tough guys, let them 
beat him up and then he'll want to 
get out, so he'll give her the ger. 
Beat him until he says Yes." 

I enter a solitary cell. The 
wardens look me over [rom the out- 
side. I'm discomfited. Self- 
consciously, [ raise a hand to 
measure the distance from the top 
of my head to the ceiling. I take onc 
step to the left and one to the right, 
then quickly emerge into the cor- 
ridor, relieved, . 

In his cell-block, I ask 
“Friendship” how he manages to 
look so healthy and radiant when all 
the other prisoners’ faces reflect the 
dejection of the prison. He answers: 
“I'm not here because of other peo- 
ple; I'm here because of what I did. 
So I feel obliged not to depress 
anyone. | have to be pleasant to 
everyone . If | feel like crying, then 
{ do it when I'm alone, in my bed. 

- With Jojo in his cell. A picture of 
a naked woman on the wall. | tease 
him about it, He says: ''No, no, look 
over here, This is what I like.”

What is more important to 
her, is that people stay clear of cof- 
fee, sugar, and white flour — all of 
which she considers harmful. - 
Her doctoral thesis was on the ' 
subject of children and junk food, 
which she defines as anything con- 
taining sugar or chemical additives, 
such as preservatives or colouring. 
In a survey in schools in the Los 
Angeles area, she found that 
children who ate sugar-rich 
break/asts tended to be hyperactive, 
and around [Ὁ a.m. became 
ravenously hungry again and craved 
something sweet. She claims that 
young bodics cannot handle the 
amount of sugar to be found, for in- ᾿ 
stance, in a doughnut and cocoa ; 
drink, that the pancreas secretes an i 
excess of insulin to counteract it. 
Affer a time the blood sugar icvel 
drops, the body craves more sugar, 
and up goes the blood sugar again. 
She says this roller-coaster sugar 
level syndrome may eventually take 
its toll in diabetes or other ills. She 
also subscribes to a theory that 
sugar pulls Vitamin B from the 
body. 

More conventional nutritional 
doctrines simply hold that refined 
sugar represents “empty calories,” 
which provide no protein, vitamins 
or minerals, while virtually 
everyone accepts that sugar con- 
tributes to dental caries.

Not that the 
Jeo cream manufacturers deal col- 
lectively ‘with pricing; on the con- 
trary, they told us there is very stiff 
competition on this. 

The club members are Stauss, 
Whitman, Snowcrest and Tenne- 
Noga (which both belong to Tnuva), 
Rio, and Artic. They say they have 
organized to encourage high stan- 
dards for industrially-produced ice 
cream and to promote ice cream 
eating In general — which they note 
would benefit even the smaller, 
non-organized producers. Their 
chairman ig Moshe Rabinowitz, 
‘director of Tnuva's food and 
production department. 

Per capita, according Lo the club, 
Istaclia don't eat much ice cream 
compared with Western countries 
— some six kilos per year here, 88 
against eight per person in Scan- 
dinavia and 24 in the U.S. 
Americans consume more ice 
cream per capita than coffee, fish, 
cheese or apples. One, explanation 
for the lower ice cream consump- 
tion here, of course, is kdshrut, since 
in homes observing the dietary Inws, 
dairy ice cream cannot be served us 
“dossert for meat meals.
